PILOT TRIES OUT MEN 



Putt Recruits Through Severe 
Test in Order to See What 
Nerve They Possess. 



LIEUT G. E. REID. 

In spite of the fact that he has lost 
the use of one of his hands, Lieut. G. 
Eric Reid, the "Buster" Reid of Mc- 
Gill football fame, is back in France 
on duty, according to word which has 
been received by a friend at the Uni- 
versity. He is with his old unit, the 
3H Canadian Battalion, to which he 
was transferred after the 23rd Bat- 
talion, in which he originally enlisted 
during the season of 1914, was broken 
up. After being twice wounded and 
being mentioned in despatches for con- 
spicuous bravery, "Buster" was on 
leave in Canada last spring, and visit- 
ed friends about the University at that 
time.. Lieut. Reid writes as follows: 

"I did not like to write from Eng- 
land and say that I was going to 
France soon, as very few people be- 
lieved that I really would come back, 
and thought I Was four-flushing when 
I made that statement. Now, however 
I am happy once mora and get along 
almost as well as with two hands. It 
is still a mighty good war. "Monty" 
came over with and is with the 

42nd, I believe. We arrived about ten 
days ago, and saw a little of the big 
scrap." 

Writing to McGill Daily from France, 
Lieut. J. D. Armstrong, Arts '10, Sci. 
'12. of the CanaJian Engineers, says 
that all the section officers of his unit, 
the 11th Field Company, are McGill 
graduates. They are Lieuts. A. G. 
Haultain, 8ci. '10, J. D. Armstrong, 
Arts '10, Sci, '12t G. A. Johnson, Sci. 
'12. and J. H. Forbes, Sci. '08. Situat- 
ed near Lieut. Armstrong's headquar- 
ters is Lieut. Percy McRae, Sci. '12, 
who is in charge of a motor repair 
shop, and who reports that he meets 
a lot of McGill men in his travels. "We 
have old boys' re-unions almost daily 
out here," writes Lieut. Armstrong, 
"as every unit that comes over seems 
to have a few repreaentstives." 

The London Gazette announces that 
Lieuts. B. O. Kinney, G. L. Gall. C. 
M. Anderson and F. G. Pedley, all of 
Medicine '16. have been granted tem- 
porary rank aa lieutenants in the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. Lieuts. Gall and 
Pedley have already seen service in 
Frsnce with No. 3 Cansdian General 
Hospital (McGill), and returned to 
Canada to complets their courses in 
Medicine.

One of the McGill men who has 
recently entered upon a course of 
training preparatory to joining one of 
the flying corps at the front. Is Har- 
old O. Gooch. Sci. '18. Mr. Gooch. in 
a letter to u friend at the University, 
describes his experience at the Long 
Branch school of aviation at Toronto 
as follows: 

"I have been up for my Joy-rtde; 
that Is the nume given to the first 
time up In the air. On the joy-ride 
you go up with the best aviator, and 
he gives you sharp turns and dives 
and slips backwards and ends up with 
spiral. It is his Job to scare you to 
see If you will make a successful avla- 
r. There were three fellows ahead 
of me for 'their joy-rides, and 1 had 
the pleasure of watching them go 
through these evolutions. When my 
turn came, 1 got Into the 'plane wtlh 
my knees shaking, and 1 cottlil hardly 
apeak. I was in front, right behind 
the engine, and the pilot Just behind 
me. We started off and when we 
were travelling along at about 40 miles 
per hour on some very rough ground 
that nenrly took your breath out at 
every bump, I suddenly felt It grow- 
very soft, and I looked down and 
found the earth going away very 
iiulckly. It was the nicest sensation, 
and I wondered why 1 didn't get diz- 
zy, because I can't go any height 
without getting dizzy. We climbed 
up to 3,000 feet by the barrowgraph, 
and the land looked like a chess board 
helOW, We Went away out over the 
lake, and 1 knew that he was going to 
start trying to scare me; so I hung on 
and thought to myself that the pilot 
thinks more of his own neck than 
mine. He started first with a rolling 
wave motion, going first to one side 
and then to the other. Then he shot 
straight down about 500 feet. and 
turned straight up until the machine 
slopped in mid-air. and we began slip- 
ping backwards, but gradually turned 
sideways and got straight again. The 
pilot then finished up by going up to 
3.000 feet, and while up there shut off 
the engine, and the machine began to 
stop from going forward and to fall. 
Then he pointed the nose down until 
we were travelling at about 150 miles 
per hour, (he sai.l afterwards I, and 
began spiralling down. Tills meant 
that the machine was not only point- 
ing straight down, but was lying on 
Its side as well. We dropped about 
2.000 feet on these spirals, making four 
complete corkscrew turns, anil then 
about a couple of feet from earth he 
lighted the machine, and we landed 
and then Jolted back to the hangars. 
It was the nicest ride I ever had. 

•'The RiaChine never seemed to 
move; the earth passed away under 
you and on the spiral down all you 
had lo do was to make yourself com- 
fortable and let the earth come up to 
you. 

"I would have gone up again if the 
pilot had wanted me. I liked it so 
much. I have got my goggles anil 
headgear and flying suit. I don't ex- 
pect to leave her. until the middle of 
December, and I ought by that time 
to have passed my tefts. The company 
here has seven machines of 90 h.p. 
each, and they do 70 miles per hour 
straight flying. There are four pilots,

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THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

At ten o'clock this moniiug in the Union, the Annual Meeting 
of the Students' Soeiety will be culled to order and any student who 
does not attend is,— well, we can't think of any woijUvvhieh is par- 
liamentary and yet strong enough to adequately expr^Pour opinion 
of him. The Students' Society is exactly what its name implies, 
—the general society of the students of McGill, the body by which, 
through its executive, all student activities at the University are 
governed. The fact that such an organization exists here is res- 
ponsible for the friendly relations between the governing bodies of 
the College and the undergraduates and without which there would 
no doubt be continual friction within the walls of the University. 

It is a truly démocratie institution where one man is considered 
as good as the next, and where all have equal rights and privileges 
in the voice controlling the destinies of the student community. We 
can easily imagine what a howl of protest would go up from that 
same community if, for example, the committee of Morals ami Dis- 
cipline should declare that the Society go out of existence. Yet 
the members seem to" forget that the most practical method of show- 
ing their appreciation both of the objects for which it was instituted 
and the commendable manner in which tlje pursuance of these ob- 
jects has been carried out is for every one to attend. It means in 
short, that there should he an attendance of at least seven hundred 
at the meeting to-day. 

• Matters of more than passing moment will come up for dis- 
cussion to-day, matters in which every student at the University 
will have an interest. While the representatives to the Council are. 
ordinarily speaking, the medium through which the wishes of tile 
students are made known, yet there are many things which the mem- 
bers of the Society desire to talk over amongst themselves, and at 
every general meeting in the past, numerous discussions, interesting 
in themselves and of importance to the students as a whole, have 
been mooted. The authorities of the University have agreed to sus- 
pend all lectures between the hours of ten and one to-day, in order 
that there can be absolutely no excuse for non-attendance. If these 
men consider the meeting of such importance as to warrant this 
action, the Undergraduates should consider it doubly important, and 
make every possible effort to attend. 



EDITORIAL NOTES. 

There is an impression somewhat prevalent about the Univer- 
sity to the effect that the resolution calling for military training for 
all members of the University in the first three years of their course 
has not been passed by the Corporation. This idea is entirely erron- 
eous, but where it originated no one seems to know. Upon inquiry 
at the office of Dr. Nicholson, the Daily was informed that the reso- 
lution had received the formal assent of the governing body on the 
0th of May of the present year; that as adopted it reads exactly as 
printed in the calendar on page 363, and that it was only adopted af- 
ter the approval of all the. Faculties had been given. An interesting 
fact brought out in the interview was that when the resolution came 
up before the Corporation last Spring a letter was read from the 
American Consul in which he expressed himself as being 
very much in favor of having the compulsory military training in- 
clude all nationalities; stating that there was no objection to Ameri- 
cans drilling under the plan as outlined. As to the question of who 
is, and who is not, required to drill, information was to the effect 
that the Committee of Deans had the matter entirely in its hands, and 
that it would notify Captain Simpson as to what conditions would 
exempt a man from training. 



The success attending the practices of those who will play in 
the English Rugby game Saturday afternoon against the sailors from 
II. M. S. Carnarvon, assures an interesting contest. English Rugby 
has not been what could be termed a prominent feature in the sports 
claiming the attention of the student body, but this was due perhaps 
to the prominence of our Canadian football rather than its unim- 
portance in'the eyes of the students. Those in charge of the arrange- 
ments aro going to a great deal of trouble in order that McGill will 
be able to make a good showitrg, and it is certainly the duty of the 
members of the University to do all in their power to help them 
along. Those who have any knowledge of the game are asked to at- 
tend the practices, and even if they find it impossible to participate, 
they may be able to do their bit by helpful suggestions and advice. 
The proceeds of the day will be devoted to the interests of the Red 
Cross Society, and this, if nothing else, should ensure a large attend- 
ance. Those who will go to the Stadium on Saturday next can be 
assured of a keenly contested game, as McGill men are determined 
not to suffer defeat.

HARVARD ART MUSEUM. 



Fogg Art Museum of Harvard Uni- 
versity, reports that the past year 
was marked by the purchase nf Sas- 
xetta's "Christ In Limbo," and of 
'Paris Master," a Cassonl panel, nnd 
by the gift of a collection of 48 Italian 
fourteenth-sixteenth century minia- 
tures and of the picture "Madonna and 
Child and Two Saints," of the school 
of Qhlrlandalo. Under the direction 
of Edward Waldo Korbes '95. director 
of the museum, and nf Saul Joseph 
Sachs, '00, the new assistant director, 
five important special loan exhibitions 
were held, 33 smaller loans of works 
of art were made, nine lecturers gave 
31 public lectures on art, and eight 
conferences wen; given on the various 
exhibitions. 

The other purchases, made either 
by the museum or by friends, were as 
follows: Seventeen Important engrav- 
ings and etchings. 16 books, 296 slides 
and 87 photographs. 

The other gifts were as follows: One 
Persian miniature, one late Byzantine 
miniature, one sixteenth century Ital- 
ian brocade, reproductions of Japan- 
ese words of art, two Jaoanese prints, 
wood block engraved by Timothy Cole, 
lapanese book, 37 engravings nnd etch- 
ings: 228 books. 196 photographs. 2,485 
slides, 75 prizes for drawing nnd paint- 
ing. $2,000 nnnuaJ research fellowship 
In fine arts. The most Important exhibi- 
tions were those of early Italian en- 
gravings, Spanish paintings, litho- 
graphs. Knglish water colors, and 
drawings by old masters, 



The Wldener Library at Harvard, 
with a total of 1.888,542 volumes, Is 
the largest college library In the 
country. Yale Is second with 1,000,- 
000 books.

UNIVERSITY COLLEGE. 



LONDON, England.— The Provost's 
report on the work of University Col- 
lege, London, during the session 1915- 
1916, was recently presented to the 
Assembly of Faculties, Dr. G. Carey 
Foster, F.R.S., being In the chair. 

The year's record, says the report 
was ugaln an abnormal one, owing to 
the conditions Imposed by the war. In 
normal times the total number of stu- 
dents on the college books Is upwards 
of 2,200, but the number this year, In- 
cluding 51 refugee students, is 1,132, 
a decline of 259 on last session. This 
total Is, however, misleading, for only 
232 men have been In attendance 
throughout the session. War honors 
and distinctions number 101, and ln» 
elude eight Companionships of St. 
Michael and St. George, three Com- 
panionships of the Bath, one clasp to 
the Victoria Cross, six awards of the 
Distinguished Service Order, one of 
the Distinguished Service Cross, 21 
of the Military Cross, one Croix de 
Chevalier, one Croix de Guerre and 
59 mentions In despatches. 

In addition to the services rendered 
In the navy and army by members of 
college, laboratory and workshlp ac- 
commodation has been utilized for var- 
ious forms of war work. Every de- 
partment that could turn Its energies 
to uny form of war activity has done 
so. The public lectures delivered ut 
the college specially directed to war 
problems have been attended by up- 
wards of 5,000 persons. The prisoners 
of war help committee has been able 
to send parcels of food regularly to 
some 35 prisoners. The Women's Un- 
ion has entered heartily 'into the 
scheme of the Board of Trade for pro- 
viding agricultural workers during the 
summer vacation, and about 120 vol- 
unteers have been organized for the 
purpose of this nutlonal work. 

Dealing with matters of a more do- 
mestic character, tho report contaln- 
ues: Chief among the outstanding 
events of the year is the occupation 
of the new chemistry laboratories. To- 
wards the sum of £20,000 still requir- 
ed for this purpose Sir Ralph Forster 
has promised a sum of £5,000 provid- 
ed the balance of £15,000 Is speedily 
subscribed. Tho other plans for de- 
velopment and Improvement In the 
way of buildings have been suspend- 
ed. 

The intellectual activities of the col- 
lege have been Inevitably reduced In 
quantity, but have been well maintain- 
ed In quality. The number of those 
who have taken university degrees 
during the current session is 84, of 
whom 11 took degrees higher than that 
of' hachelor. The total number in- 
cludes 20 war degrees. 

Great Interest In the languages and 
literatures of foreign countries has 
been undoubtedly stirred by the war. 
King's College, out of the nucleus of 
existing departments, has developed a 
school of Slavonic studies, and has 
strengthened the department of Span- 
ish literature. There are new develop- 
ments and Improvements contemplat- 
ed in the modern language depart- 
ments of this college. Next session, 
the college, in co-operation with Bed- 
ford College, will provide for the 
teaching of Dutch. Plans are also un- 
der consideration for tho development 
of the teaching of the Scandinavian 
languages — Danish, Norwegian and 
Swedish. Interest in Italian has been 
awakened. 

The report concludes with a refer- 
ence to the educational reforms of the 
future, nnd welcomes the statement 
that the Prime Minister's reconstruc- 
tion committee is to undertake the gen- 
eral supervision and review of the 
changes which may be required In na- 
tional education. 



The University of Iowa College of 
Pharmacy has undertaken the manu- 
facture of aspirin for use in the Uni- 
versity hospital because of scarcity 
In this drug on account of the war.

THE STUDY OF PHONETICS. 



STRATFOIID-ON-AVON, England— 

At the resumed conference of teach- 
ers of Knglish held in connection with 
the Shakespeare Summer School, the 
question of phonetics was discussed. 
Tile leader ot the discussion, which 
was presided over by Lady Isabel 
.uurgesson, was Prof. Waiter Kipp- 
manii, who spoke on the study of 
phonetics us an aid to good speech. 
1'rofessor Htppmann made, in a witty 
address, a powerful plea for the adop- 
tion of phonetic Instruction in all 
schools, und claimed that If this were 
done It would be the fault of the 
teacher if a child did not pronounce 
properly. He urged, however, that 
good speech was preferably acquired 
in the home. I 

Professor Rtppman favored perfect- 
ly natural utterance, and he strong- 
ly condemned the stressing of such 
words as "had," "the" and "wus." 
These words, he argued, were weak, 
and he claimed It a feature of the 
Knglish language that unstressed syl- 
lables might be reduced. The phonetl- 
clun. Professor Itlppmann suld, tried 
to ascertain standard speech for the 
purpose of general Intercourse 
throughout the Knglish -speaking world 
and for the purpose of Uteruture; for 
the poet or prose writer did not write 
for one narrowly confined district, but 
for the greatest number, therefore he 
wanted to use the language that would 
have the widest appeal. Finally, he 
expressed the belief that a great re- 
naissance of the spoken word of liv- 
ing Knglish was Imminent, that peo- 
ple would grow more proud of their 
own language, and that the person who 
spoke badly would be regarded as one 
to be shunned. 

The majority of the speakers agreed 
with tho contention advanced by Pro- 
fessor Rippmann that university au- 
thorities should introduce oral exam- 
lnatlons In English, and the following 
resolution was adopted unanimously: 
That a test In the power of reading 
aloud clearly, intelligently and ex- 
pressively should he Included In all 
examinations in English and litera- 
ture up to and Including those of the 
senior standards; and that In order 
to secure the competent teaching of 
good speech In schools the study of the 
spoken language, based on some know- 
ledge of what was fundamental, In 
phonetics and voice production, should 
form an integral part of any course 
of training for teachers In elementary 
or secondary schools. Copies of this 
resolution were ordered to be forward- 
ed to the Hoard of Education, the Civil 
Service Commissioners and other ex- 
amining bodies.

, All Men Except Freshmen Urged 
to Seize Opportunity to 
Qualify Themselves. 

In an address given by Captain and 
Adjutant J. C. Simpson, of the C. O. 
T. C. yesterday, to the undergraduate 
r.iembers of the Hauulion, many points 
of paramount Interest and importance 
to the students were enlarged upon. 

The drill, hours, and attendance, so 
the Captain informed those present, 
have been mude obligatory by the Cor- 
poration. Absence from parade and 
the non-observance of strict military 
discipline are therefore of Interest not 
only to the C. O. T. C. officials, hut 
also to the University authorities, who 
ure ultimately responsible. To pre- 
clude any annoyance to the battalion 
from members who Improperly con- 
duct themselves, rather stringent 
means have been taken. A student, to 
obtain his status in an academic 
course, must be passed as efficient by 
the corps. Four-fifths of the total 
number of parades must be attended 
(two latcs counting as an absence), 
and absence with leave also counting. 

An elementary system of marking 
for efficiency will be used. Discipline, 
musketry, and general military profi- 
ciency will he marked on the basis of 
a possible 100; 50 marks being Riven 
alone to discipline. Those failing to 
obtain a sufficient number of marks 
or disqualified for non-attendance, 
will be forced to take a supplemental 
in military drill. 

Students of the freshman years with 
but a few special exceptions, which 
will be decided upon by the Officers' 
.Mess of the C. O. T. C, on the merits 
of each personal case, will be prohib- 
ited from taking the sets of examlna- 
! Hons leutllng to certificates A and B, 
I but members of the other years are 
I encouraged to avail themselves, both 
by the Adjutant and the O. C, C. O. 
T. C, of the opportunity of qualifying, 
Men taking these courses will be re- 
quired, in addition to the regular par- 
|ade8, to attend a one hour lecture on a 
day to be luter fl.\ed, and attend par- 
ade alternate Saturday afternoons; 
the whole course to amount to approx- 
imately eight hours a week every week 
of the year, omitting: perhaps, about 
ten days during the Xmas holidays. 

The five dollar deposit has been 
abolished us it was thought Imprac- 
ticable on account of the compulsory 
system now being In vogue. The Mus- 
ketry Instructors' Corps is In need of 
a few McUill men to supplement the 
Summer Battalion instructors, who 
I find it inconvenient to attend ufter 
j noon pantiles. A splendid opportunity 
Is afforded the members of this section 
to become thoroughly familiar with the 
j rifle manual, which will be of consld 
j ernble Importance to those writing for 
certificates A or U. 

The foregoing- statements, as given 
out by the C. O. T. C. authorities, 
are on a few points at considerable 
variance with the regulations contain- 
ed in the Cnlendar (page 360 et seq.), 
but better military efficiency under 
the altered regulations Is hoped to re- 
sult.

the tobacco plants show yellow spots on the leaves and the veins 
become brittle. The crop is then ready to be harvested and the 
planter is careful to «ecure it Before any autumnal frost occur, for the plant 
U among the first to feel ita injurious influence Judgment it also required 
in cutting the plants, and this operation is consigned to the best and most 
judicious hands employed in the culture. Each person so employed being 
provided with a strong sharp knife, proceeds along the respective rows of 
plants, and selects only such plants as appear fully ripe, leaving the rest 
a short time longer. After being cut, a half dozen leaves are spiked on a stick 
set in the earth so that the leaves will wilt This requires from 4 to 5 hours 
during favorable weather and then the crop is hauled to the drying barn. 
Particular care is exercised in handling the leaves not to damage or bruise

SILK FROM SAWDUST. 

Making artificial silk from sawdust 
and other lumber waste is the latest 
experiment of the United States For- 
est Products Laboratory at Madison. 
Wis. The use of artificial silk made 
directly from wood Is increasing by 
leaps and bounds. Originally its 
principal use was In the manufacture 
of braids and trimmings, but recently 
the manufacture of hose from artifi- 
cial silk has become an Industry of 
Importance. Other uses for artificial 
silk are woven goods of all kinds, lin- 
ings, tapestries, etc., neckties, ribbons, 
sweater coats, etc. About five and 
one-half million pounds of artificial 
silk are used annually in the United 
States. 



THE COST OF CHEMICALS. 

Here Is the way prices have increas- 
ed In two years on chemicals used in 
newspaper production: Calcium chlor- 
ide, per pound, 20 to 25 cents; acetic 
acid, per gallon, 7G cents to $1.60; grain 
alcohol, from $2.70 to $2.90 a gallon; 
turpentine, 60 to 65 cents a gallon; 
Iodine, $4 to $5.&, p > per pound; Babbitt's 
lye, 60 to 90 cents a dozen tins; hy- 
drobromlc acid, 60 cents to $3.50 a 
pound; blue unlline, $1.50 to $3.50 a 
measure; silver nitrate, $5 to $8.70 a 
measure; gun cotton, $1.65 to $2.55 a 
pound; potassium bromide, 45 cents to 
$4.25 a pound; blue vllrol, 7 to 22 
cents a pound; chromatic arid, 76 
cents to $2.25 a pound; mercury, 75 
cents to $1.50 a pound; nitric acid, 5 
to 10 cents a pound. 

Matrix puper and matrix tissue pa- 
per have doubled In price. Wrapping 
paper has Jumped from $3.75 to $S,50, 
while good roofing paper has gone up 
40 per cent. In two years. Twine used 
In tying bundles of paper for ship- 
ments out of .town has doubled in 
price.
